the coal owners a net profit of £20,000,- 
000. on a capital of i\ 10,000,000.

Ottawa, .May 2.— The military pensions 
.scheme passed the Commons to day.

The hill respecting Victoria Day was 
adopted; May 21 will also be a bank 
holiday. Sir Wilfrid Laurier suggested 
the King's birthday, November 0, and 
Thanksgiving Hay ought to lie combined. 

Mr. Fielding gives notice to-night of 
a resolution setting apart $75,000 per 
annum for the maintenance of a branch 
of the royal mint itt Canada.

GUARDING AGAINST TYPHUS. 

Special Precautious to Prevent Introduc- 
tion From Mexico. a 

Washington, May 2.— Extra precau- 
tions are being taken to prevent the 
spread of typhus fever from Mexico into 
this country, according to a statement 
made to the Associated Press to-day Ivy 
Surgeon-General Wyman of the marine 
hospital service. Gen. Wyman said that 
telegrams had been sent to the medical 
inspectors at the throe principal cross- 
ings between Mexico and the United 
States, namely, El Pasco, Eagle Pass 
and Laredo, Texas, calling special at- 
tention to tlie presence of typhus in tlio 
City of Mexico. The attention of the 
officials was also called to the existing 
regulations with reference to the United 
States frontier, which went into effect 
immediately after the announcement of 
tlie epidemic disease in Mexico. 

Gen. Wyman stated that these officers 
have been regularly inspecting every 
train crossing the frontier. They have 
conducted a very careful quarantine in- 
spection and have been disinfecting u 
great deal of baggage. Some persons 
have been detained on the frontier, but 
no eases of infect ion have been reported 
from this side of the line.

Japanese Premier Places Resignation in 
Mikado's Hands. 

Yokohama. May 2.- In consequence ot 
the continued postponement by Japan- 
ese minister of finance Viscount Vantnn- 
II be, of tin- currying out of die expected 
public works, the cabinet crisis reach- 
ed a climax yesterday and Marquis Ito. 
the Premier, after the cabinet meeting 
proceeded to the palace and tendered 
his resignation to tlie Mikado. All of the 
other ministers of the cabinet did like- 
wise with the exception of the minister 
of war. P.aron Kodaltl. It was assert- 
ed thai Marquis Ito advised Emperor 
Mutsuhitn to entrust the task of form- 
ing a new cabinet to Marquis Yamaga- 
ta. whose government res'.gned last Oc- 
tober, but it i- doubtful whether Mar- 
quis Yam a gat a will accept the respon- 
sibility. The probability is that Mar- 
quis Ito will reconstruct the cabinet, in- 
cluding Viscount Vtttanabe.

London. May -"The reports of the 
secret combination of disaffected ele- 
ments in the Vang Tse provinces for the 
purpose of organizing general risings are 
receiving some confirmation," says tlie 
] Shanghai correspondent of the Morning 
Post. Tlie British consul at Nankin 
telegraphs Mr. Breiinun, the British 
consul in Shanghai, thai the Nankin 
Viceroy is very anxious about the Yang 
Tse movement and asks Mr. Brennan 
to assist the Tno-Tal to preserve order 
by holding troops in ireadinesH. It is 
announced from a German source that 
the French have withdrawn their troops 
from Ilwai Ln to Pao Ting Pa, thus 
leaving tin- Germans in sole possession 
of all the passes into Shan Si. 



PIERCE PUREST IT RES. 

Pennsylvania Suffering Prom Wide- 
spread ( Vinllagration. 

Uniontowti, Pa.. May L'. One of the 
fiercest forest tires thnt ever swept over 
the lie ni nl a in- ha.- been raging for two 
day- and nights between Somerficld and 
Addison, in Somerset county. Large 
stretches of timber, orchards and fields 
have been destroyed. By strong efforts 
the citizens succeeded in saving their 
homes and buildings, though there were 
some narrow escapes of both bouses and 
human live-. Many sheep grazing in 
the pa.-turos were burned. The lire is 
now under control. 

SENTENCED POI1 MURDER. 

Three Negroes Found Guilty of Killing 
Professor White. 

Philadelphia. May 'J. -Amos Sterling, 
colored, was to-day convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree for killing Boy 
Wilson, white, the young university pro- 
fessor of Pennsylvania. Prof. WKitti 
was beaten to dentil with an iron bar 
on a street in West Philadelphia on May 
111 hist and afterwards robbed. Two 
oilier negroes, Henry Ivory and Charles 
Henry, have also been convicted und 
are under sentence to be banged for 
complicity in the murder. 



DROWNED HIS CHILDREN. 

Father Suspected of a Horrible Crime. 

St. Paul, May 2.— A partial confirma- 
tion of the' police suspicion that William 
Itosenfiebl drowned hi- four children und 
himself one week ago in the Mississippi 
liver, was obtained to-day when the body 
of tlie D-year-old Rosenfield boy was tak- 
en from" tlie river near Fort Snellign. 
Itosenfiebl ia alleged to have nbductwl 
the children when they were with their 
mother at Minneapolis, secured a rig and 
driven with them to the river, where all 
are supposed lo have been drowned.

THE CENSUS. 

The numerous guesses received by the 
Colonist in respect to the population of 
Victoria mid British Columbia, show 
that there is a very wide difference of 
opinion on this point. Between the gen- 
tleman who thinks there are only a little 
over 53,000 White people in the province 
and the lady who thinks the figures are 
upwards of u million, there is sufficient 
margin to prove that there is not any- 
thing resembling unanimity of opinion 
on this very interesting subject. We 
have nothing but admiration for the op- 
timistic f.'ticss of upwards of 70,000 popu- 
lation for Victoria, but we fear the cen- 
sus will fall at least a few score short 
of this. 

The position taken in the Colonist yes- 
terday in regard to the census of Vic- 
toria lias met with very general approval. 
We may mention that it was this paper 
which called the attention of His Wor- 
ship the Mayor to this very important 
question, in consequence of which it was 
up at a meeting of the City Council anil 
.secured the appointment of a committee 
to deal with tin' matter. Wc arc glad 
to see that II is Worship is about to ask 
the council to provide for a census of 
the city at. a very early day. This 
census will simply mean an enumeration 
of the people and nothing else, and if 
the council derides to act upon his sug- 
gestion, as wo most earnestly hope it 
will, the people ought to co-operate in 
every possible way. 

It is said that in consequence of the 
errors shown in the census of Victoria 
in 1891, the late Premier Theodore 
Davie made such strong representations 
to the Dominion government that the 
subsidy was increased by an allowance 
upon 23,000 people in addition to those 
shown by the official returns. The sec- 
ond enumeration was made by a private 
gentleman, whoso public-spirited action 
in that regard realized for British Col- 
umbia $184,000 in ten years. 



MR. WHYTIi'H MISSION. 

.Mr. William Whyto is being sent by 
the \ anadian Pacific Railway Company 
to examine into (ho openings presented 
by Siberia for Canadian products. He 
wiil go l.y way of London ami make his 
way from St. I.Vt'Tsburg across to 
Vhulivostock, and llience home by way 
of Victoria. Ii will be two or three 
years yet before the Siberian railway is 
completed, but the Canadian Pacific is 
taking tine by the forelock and proposes 
to be ready to enter the new territory 
as soon as i| has been opened to com- 
merce. Ii is though! that there will be 
a great demand in Siberia for manufac- 
tured products of all kinds, which Can- 
ada can furnish. This opinion is based 

upon tl xisfenoc in Sib, ria of a very 

large area of high class land, which is 
certain to be populate,! in the near fu- 
ture. So little of the domestic news of 
Itussia reaches the outside world, that 
people are in the (lark as to what has re- 
sulted in Siberia from the construction 
of that part of the railway already in 
operation. A short time ngo it was sa d 
that a good many settlers were finding 

their way into |! nintry from Kuro- 

pean Russia. It is well known that a 
considerable portion of the latter coun- 
try lias been cropped to death, so that 
from year to year the utmost uncertainty 
prevails as to whether there will be a 
full yield or a faunae. Pears arc freely 
expressed that several of the European 
provinces will have to be depopulated in 
order to give the land a rest and n 
chance to regain its lost fertility. it 
is also said that the soil is full of dis- 
ease germs which accounts -for the pre- 
valence there at short intervals of epi- 
demics of frightful fatality. Report had 
it that n very large number of the peo- 
ple resident in that portion of Russia 
-would emigrate to Siberia and that the 
tide had already set in. The resident 
population of this great Asiatic country 
is very small in proportion to its area, 
;ind a very largo proportion of the peo- 
ple are poor, some of them not being 
very far advanced in the scale of civiliz- 
ation; but the opinion of the best au- 
thorities scorns to be that Siberia is 
about to witness a period of industrial 
progress, which indeed lias already be- 
gun. In view of this the mission of Mr. 
Whyte is of very great interest, and the 
people of Canada will applaud the fore- 
sight of President Shnugfinessy in send- 
ing so (winttle an officer on s'ucli tin 
portnnt business; 



A PERIPATETIC COCItT. 

Vancouver wants a s-it-ing of the ap- 
pellate court held in that city in .Tuna 
Mr. Houston thought there ought to 
be a sitting in Nelson and Mr. Curtis 
thought the proper place for it was Ross- 
land. Cariboo and Cassiar were not 
heard from, but we suppose they will 
be later, when the population becomes 
a little larger there. The idea of trot- 
ting the appellate court around the prov- 
ince is all wrong. There is only one 
place where it should hold its sessions, 
and that is at the capital. If concessions 
are to be made lo the wish of the bar of 
Vancouver, it can only be a qufstiou 
of a short time when similar conces- 
sions must be made to the bar of oilier 
loalities. Victoria is either the capital 
of the province or it is not. if h is, all 
the public institutions which in British 
countries are located at the capital, 
should be located here. 

There is nothing very speical in the 
conditions of British Columbia, render- 
ing it desirable that the almost universal 
rule should lie departed from. Appellate 
courts in Croat Britain do not sit in 
Liverpool, Edinburgh or Manchester. 
There are large towns in Nova Scotia 
at a distance from Halifax, but the 
court only siis at the capital. Freder- 
icton is the third town in New Bruns- 
[ wick in point of population, but the Su- 
preme court sits in appeal only in that 
city. Quebec may furnish an exception, 
bin if so, this is not the only instance 
in which it is exceptional. The Ontario 
Appellate Court does not tour that prov- 
ince, neither does thai of Manitoba. In 
the sc\ era 1 st ntos of the A inerica n 
Pnion, the appellate court meets only 
a; the capital. Tab" Washington, where 
the capital is at Olympia. one of the 
smallest cities in the slate. ( Iregoli, 
I wle re Salem, a much smaller town than 
Port land, is die seat of the appetite 
Court. The very great majority of the 
! legal business of the state of New York 
originates in the city of thai name, but 
the appellate court sits at Albany. We 
might add case after ease of this kind, 
but it would be very diliieult to find any 
precedents for the plan which seems to 
meet with favor among *ome people til 

this province. 

ll is not a public convenience to the 
people of Vancouver to have the nppel- 

1 late court meet there. It may or may 
not be a personal convenience to a few 
individuals, who practise before that 
court. When this matter was up for 
consideration in another province, the 
leaders of the bar in the largest city 
objected to the appellate court holding 
sitings there. They said that it was 
better for the bench and bar to have 
the sittings of the full court in one 
place, and it made no difference what- 
ever to clients. In fact it seems as if 
there is no answering the proposition 
that the appellate court should sit where 
the records are kept, and that there 
should be only one set of records, name- 
ly at the capital. Such a plan would ne- 
cessitate the reference to the capital 
for information in regard to the stains 
of till cases on appeal, but unless it is 
proposed to keep records in every village 
or hamlet, where a lawyer lives, there 
will always have to be a reference to 

■ some place in order to find out how a 
ease on appeal stands, and there is really 
no reason in the world why Vancouver 
should stand in any better position in 
this respect than Hossland, or Kiun- 
loops. in- Cumberland, or any place else. 
As to the desirability of requiring that 
a judge of the Supreme court shall re- 
side permanently in Vancouver there 
are other matters to be considered. 
Doubtless as the population of the prov- 
ince increases, it will be necessary to 
provide for resident Supreme Court 
judges in more than one locality . We 
can understand how eases may arise of 
such urgency that unless the services of 
a judge can be secured without delay 
serious inconvenience may result. The 
question of the residence of judges is 
ii live one upon which we are quite ready 
to admit that Vancouver can make out 
:i good case, but as to the holding of sit- 
tings of appellate courts in that city, 
wc do not believe the claim can be sus- 
tained Jiy sound argument. 



The export duty on coal is creating 
a greater degree of excitement in Great 
Britain than any other measure lias in 
many years.

LEGAL PROFESSIONS HI LD.

MEDICAL ACT. 
Resuming the debate on the bill to 
amend the Medical Act, Mr. Tatlow said 
his object, in moving the adjournment of 
the debate was ill order to observe the 
action taken in the Dominion house of 
commons on Dr. Roddick's bill, which 
was designed to admit to practise in any 
part of Canada such doctors as had 
passed the necessary examinations be- 
fore a Dominion board of examiners. 
As Dr. Roddick's bill had not been pass- 
ed tit Ottawa and us it was important 
that this province should await the re- 
sult of Dominion legislation he moved 
hat the bill be read six months hence. 

Mr. Martin opposed the idea of the 
Dominion regulating the practise of 
medicine in this province. The province 
had few enough rights under the B. N. 
A. Act and he protested in giving up 
the control of this or any other matter 
which fell under the power of the local 
legislature. 

Mr. Murphy proposed to support Mr. 
Tatlow's motion, but not for the rea- 
sons advanced by that gentleman, lie 
agreed with Mr. Martin as to the im- 
portance of preserving the rights of the 
province. He had given the question 
before the house some study and had dis- 
covered that Canada for its population 
had more medical colleges than any other 
country. That was not a proof that the 
standard of medical education was high- 
er in the Dominion than elsewhere, but 
it was gratifying to note that the stand- 
ard had been raised within the past few 
rears. The Ontario Medical Council had 
'increased the term of study to five years 
instead of three and [our us it had been. 
That was proof that that body consid- 

i red t here was r n for improvi ment 

in the system and we could mil be too 
particular about preserving the standard. 



remember that the action taken was 
not by the Medical Association of the 
province, but only by a local body. Dr. 
Roddick's bill would seek to bring about 
reciprocity in medical practise between 
the provinces and it was wiser to wait 
and see the effect of that bill before 
rushing into legislation that might seri- 
ously lower the medical standard of the 
province.

When jumping, the motion of 
the horse throws the weight of the rider 
alternately on the front ami hack straps. 
When the animal's haunches are brotifflit 
under, to gather impetus for its sprhiK, 
the weight is thrown forward upon t ho 
pail, which relieves tin- bind quarters, 
leaving them free to exert their leverage 
and powers of propulsion. As the 
horse springs, the body of the rider 
sways backwards, nnd his legs swing 
forward. This at oner relieves the front 
straps, as the weight is moved ii]>on the 
hack straps and the animal alights upon 
its fore legs without tiny undue jar upon 
thein. The weight, now being at the 
hack, has a tendency to force the horse 

quickly to the "r iver," when the 

weight is once more moved forward for 
the next, hound. The race-horse in its 
stride covers ahoul L"J feet, which is 
equal to ^du strides per mile. For every 
inch this stride is lengthened, a benefit 
of 12( I feet is obtained; therefore if the 
stride is increased by but four inches, it 
gives an advantage of SO feet per mile. 
When uno considers that races are fre- 
quently won by heads ami necks, the 
great value of a lengthened stride is 
manifest. The moving of the weight is 
j purely nutomutie, nnd is produced by 
1 the motion of the animal. This can be 
j proved by galloping, and jumping the 
' horse on a lunging rein, with a weight 
I attached to each stirrup in place of a 
1 rider. The "pendulum " movement will 
: then he noticed to loosen alternately the 
j front and back straps, as the horse is 
j extended or crouched. As far as "swing" 
, is concerned, the attached weights do 
not move to any great extent, although 
the movement of the horse makes them 
nppcur to.

A MOW RACING. SADDLE. 

English Invention to Aid a Ilurse in 
Its Sliced. 

From Public Opinion. 

The object of the saddle, the inven- 
tion of Mr. II. S. McCulla, is to auto- 
matically move the weight to suit the 
motion of the horse, so that, it may use 
its propelling powers without undue bur- 
den, and al times to remove the weight 
entirely from the hack and place it upon 
the trapezius muscles, thus leaving the 
muscles of the liindquarters free nnd 
allowing full mider-reaoh. This not only- 
increnses the speed of the animal, but. 
lengthens his stride from three to four 
inches, and in a race it. gives a far 
greater advantage than (lie American 
style of riding, without the rider being 
compelled lo use the exceptionally short 
stirrup leathers and forward seat. Per- 
fect control of the horse is therefore ob- 
tained, even on a circular course, 
whereas the .Americans only show to ad- 
vantage on - straight' courses, and th« 
least swerve is liable to 'unseat them 
The ndvanttiges glveii' J Ky tW.'t '.saddle are 
obtained through having two stirrup 
leathers on each side, ins tend of one.

Council nf Public 1 us! met ion to Be Ask 
ed to Allow Younger Pupils to A!- 
tend School But Half Days. 

A short meeting of the board of school 
trustees was held last (-veiling to take 
into consideration the vexed question of 
providing more accommodation at the 
public schools. A motion was passed ask- 
ing tlic council of public instruct inn to 
allow the primary divisions of the 
schools to attend but half nf each 
day. In this way 1 1 it? lower classes, 
which are the ones more over-crowded, 
could hi- divided, some of the pupils at- 
tending in the morning and others in the 
afternoon. This lias been tried in To- 
ronto, and is said lo have proved a great 
success. Besides prevci;tdig over-cruwd- 

ing. it also proves tn be an inoiny, the 

experience being that one out of every 
three teachers of primary divisions can 
be done away with. This would not be 
tii-. c-we in Victoria, for if the council 
of mihlic instruction does not allow the 
change, it will be necessary for the 
school board tu engage nt least one more 
teacher besides more room, particularly 
in South ward. 

A few minor mat I ors were dealt with 
bv the board before adjournment. 

Tim regular meeting will be held on 
Wednesday evening next, by which tune 
tin answer is expect ml from the council 
of public instruction.
